U.S. embassies attacked 
in wake of Libya diplomat 
murder, controversial film

SANAA/CAIRO Demonstrators attacked the 
U.S. embassies in Yemen and Egypt on Thurs- 
day in protest of a film mocking Islam, and 
American warships headed toward Libya 
after the U.S. ambassador there was killed in 
related violence this week. 

In Libya, authorities said they had made 
four arrests in the investigation into the at- 
tack that killed ambassador Christopher Ste- 
vens and three other Americas in Benghazi on 
Tuesday 

President Obama has vowed to bring to 
justice those responsible for the Benghazi at- 
tack, which U.S. officials said may have been 
planned in advance. 

Secretary of State Hillary Clinton said 
Washington had nothing to do with the crude- 
ly made film posted on the Internet, which she 
called “disgusting and reprehensible.” 

The amateurish production, entitled the 
“Innocence of Muslims,” portrays Moham- 
mad as a womanizer and a child abuser. 

Lor many Muslims, any depiction of the 
Prophet is blasphemous and caricatures or 
other characterizations have in the past pro- 
voked violent protests across the Muslim 
world. 

Demonstrations spread further Thursday, 
with U.S. embassies again the targets of popu- 
lar anger among Muslims questioning why the 
U.S. has failed to take action against the mak- 
ers of the film. 

Hundreds of Yemenis broke through the 
main gate of the heavily fortified U.S. em- 
bassy compound in the capital Sanaa, shout- 
ing “We sacrifice ourselves for you. Messenger 
of God.” They smashed windows of security 
offices outside the embassy and burned cars. 

A security source said at least 15 people 
were wounded, some by gunfire, before the 
government ringed the area with troops. 


In Egypt, protesters hurled stones at a 
police cordon around the U.S. embassy in 
central Cairo after climbing into the em- 
bassy compound and tearing down the 


American flag. The state news agency said 13 
people were hurt in violence which erupted 
late Wednesday following initial protests

Wrinkle in 
identity of 
filmmaker

At the heart of the mystery surround- 
ing a film that has sparked worldwide 
protest was the filmmaker himself, a 
man identified in the casting call as Sam 
Bassiel, on the call sheet as Sam Bassil 
and reported at first by news outlets as 
Sam Bacile. 

But federal officials consider that man 
to be Nakoula Basseley Nakoula, who 
was convicted in 2009 of bank fraud. 

The LBI contacted the filmmaker be- 
cause of the potential for threats, a fed- 
eral law enforcement official told CNN 
on Thursday But he is not under investi- 
gation. 

With media parked at his residence in 
Cerritos, Calif, Nakoula called the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
Wednesday night to report a distur- 
bance, said spokesman Steve Whitmore. 
He wanted local police to protect him. 

When news of his movie first broke, 
the filmmaker identified himself as Sam 
Bacile and told the Wall Street Journal 
that he was a 52-year-old Israeli-Amer- 
ican real estate developer from Califor- 
nia. He said Jewish donors had financed 
his film. 

But Israel’s Loreign Ministry said 
there was no record of a Sam Bacile 
with Israeli citizenship. 

“This guy is totally anonymous. At 
this point, no one can confirm he holds 
Israeli citizenship, and even if he did, 
we are not involved,” ministry spokes- 
man Yigal Palmor said. 

A search by CNN of public records 
related to Bacile came up empty A 
search of entertainment records turned 
up no previous mention of a Sam Bac- 
ile, and the directors and writers guilds 
had no listing for him.

16 arrests 
in probe of 
drug ring

Federal and local officers arrested 
16 people this week as part of a 
two-year investigation into drug- 
trafficking rings associated with 
the Latin Kings street gang. 

One ring, led by Damian Ri- 
vera, 31, of Burbank, distributed 
or tried to distribute more than 12 
pounds of heroin, collecting more 
than $171,000 in drug proceeds 
between March and June, prose- 
cutors alleged in court documents 
this week. 

Nine people, including Rivera, 
were arrested in that investiga- 
tion this week, two remain fugi- 
tives, and one was already in cus- 
tody according to a release from 
the U.S. attorney’s office. 

The second ring, led by Alan 
“Ghost” Cisneros, 27, of Sum- 
mit— who prosecutors say was the 
Midwest leader of the Almighty 
Latin King Nation until his May 
arrest— distributed cocaine in the 
Chicago area, according to court 
documents. Seven people charged 
in the Cisneros-led ring were ar-

Talk to the hand 



D SAN FRANCISCO Passwords for 
online banking, social networks 
and email could be replaced with the 
wave of a hand if prototype technology 
developed by Intel makes it to tablets 
and laptops. 

Aiming to do away with the need 
to remember passwords for growing 
numbers of online services, Intel 
researchers have put together a tablet 
with new software and a biometric 
sensor that recognizes the unique 
patterns of veins on a person’s palm. 

“The problem with passwords— we 
use too many of them, their rules are 
complex and they differ for different 
websites,” Sridhar Iyengar, director 
of security research at Intel Labs, said 
at the annual Intel Developer Forum 
in San Francisco on Thursday “There 
is a way out of it, and biometrics is an 
option.” 

Iyengar demonstrated the 
technology, quickly waving his hand 
in front of a tablet but not touching 
it. Once the tablet recognizes a user, 
it can securely communicate that 
person’s identity to banks, social 
networks and other services where the 
person has accounts, he said. 


Making laptops, tablets and 
smartphones responsible for 
identifying users would take that 
requirement away from individual 
websites and do away with the need to 
individually enter passwords into each 
of them, Iyengar said. 

“We plan to work with service 
providers to take full advantage of 
this,” he said. 

A device using the technology 


would use built-in accelerometers to 
detect when a user puts it down, and 
then would log its owner off to keep 
unauthorized people from getting in. 

The palm-identification technology 
was one of several demonstrations 
during a keynote address by Intel Chief 
Technology Officer Justin Rattner at 
the forum. Rattner runs Intel Labs, 
which focuses on identifying and 
solving future technology problems.

“We’ve only been in this market less than a 
decade now, so it’s going to take some time to 


build the brand here,” he said. “Give us a few 
years and I think we’ll see more appeal.” 

Though no one would mistake the Second 
City for Talladega, Chase contender Martin 
Truex Jr. believes Sunday’s race could help 
change that somewhat. 


“If we can put on a big show this week and 
have a good race, hopefully we can get people 
pumped up for our sport,” he said. “I can’t 
think of a better racetrack or a cooler city to 
be in.”

Since this BYOB restaurant is so 
small, reservations are recommended, even if you’re flying solo.

Tasking Keanu Reeves 
with narrating and con- 
ducting interviews for 
a documentary almost 
seems like a challenge 
to audiences predis- 
posed to questioning 
the actor’s intelligence. 
As if“SidebySide” 
director Christopher 
Kenneally wants to ask 
us, “Oh, really? What 
makes you so smart?” 

This fast-paced 
doc about the movie 
industry’s transition from using film to digital 
technology contains an impressive range of 
interview subjects with more than enough 
authority to speak as experts. 

Big-time filmmakers such as George Lucas 
and Steven Soderbergh (who loves digital) and

Christopher Nolan (who vastly prefers film), 
as well as countless editors, cinematographers, 
colorists and producers, comment on the ways 
in which the digital format has changed movie- 
making, both allowing for more flexibility and 
imagination while sacrificing handmade magic 
and possibly diminishing the so-called reality of 
images captured on film. 

“Side By Side” engages in such a rapid debate 
that it loses track of audiences and critics, 
the people who watch and discuss the films. 
Outside of David Fincher noting that digital 
advancements will never get in the way of good 
storytelling, Kenneally neglects to discuss how 
the digital landscape has adjusted which mov- 
ies are being made/financed and what that says 


about film culture as a whole. 

That said, “Side By Side” taps into the no- 
tion of art as shaped by technology both in the 
increasing ability for amateurs to make movies 
and pros to expand their palette. Robert Rodri- 
guez notes that he never would have been able 
to make “Sin City” without digital capabili- 
ties. Lana and Andy Wachowski embrace the 
changing medium, though their “Speed Racer” 
certainly represents the epitome of style over 
substance. 

Some viewers may have greater interest 
in the anecdotes, such as when Fincher talks 
about Robert Downeyjr. leaving mason jars 
of urine around the set of “Zodiac” to protest 
the way shooting on digital results in much 
longer work days. Even if its scope opens it up 
to unasked questions, “Side By Side” delights 
in bringing us all onto the movie set, into the 
editing room and behind the camera— thrilling 
places in any format.

Brit Marling and Richard Gere in ‘Arbitrage’ 


‘Arbitrage’ a tale of 
money, corruption 


Ruthlessly pursuing 
a billionaire he’s sure 
deserves to be pun- 
ished, detective Bryer 
(Tim Roth) laments, 
“He does not get to 
walk just because he’s 
on CNBC.” 

Frustration toward the invincibility of 
the rich drives ‘Arbitrage,” a corporate and 
legal thriller that generates some powerful 
exchanges between familiar players. The big 
spender facing big trouble is financial exec 
Robert Miller (Richard Gere), who neglects 
responsibility and internal bleeding after a 
tragic incident involving his mistress (French 
model Laetitia Casta)— not long after she 
inevitably comments, “You’re never going to 
leave her.” 

Robert wants to stay one step ahead of the 
cops until he can finalize the sale of his com- 
pany Delays of the sale only leave more time 
for Robert’s daughter and corporate partner, 
Brooke (Winnetka-bred Brit Marling), to 
investigate questionable numbers on very im- 
portant spreadsheets. Dad’s internal bleeding 
may exist professionally as well as personally 

Last year, “Margin Call” identified how 
high-ranking execs might lose perspective 
on huge sums of money until their books get 
out of hand. Last month, the tremendous

documentary “The Queen of Versailles” 
found unexpected vulnerability in a real-life 
couple undone by overindulging in their own 
success. ‘Arbitrage” doesn’t exactly find new 
ground through Robert, who spends negli- 
gible time with his wife (Susan Sarandon) and 
puts Jimmy (Nate Parker of “Red Lights”), 
the son of his former driver, in a precarious 
position both because Robert trusts Jimmy 
more than his own son and because Robert 
ultimately doesn’t care as much if something 
bad happens to a non-family member. 

Initially suggesting a cautionary tale about 
the futility of running from problems, writer- 
director Nicholas Jarecki turns ‘Arbitrage” 
into a character study of an arrogant jerk who 
suffers the more he believes his own decep- 
tions. The acting’s just right, particularly 
Parker and Gere, who nails the movie’s best 
scene as Robert finally sticks it to the man re- 
sponsible for the pending merger’s slowness. 

Yet the possible presence of false evidence 
clouds a movie that needs more grit and 
discovery The depiction of money as the 
ultimate motivator should also inspire most 
viewers to mutter, “What else is new?”

The Oscar-winning animated feature “Finding 
Nemo” doesn’t need to fish for compliments: 
Newly re-released in 3 -D, the 9 -year-old 
Disney/Pixar marvel about a single-father 
clown fish searching for his son is a welcome 
sight on the big screen, where you can feel the 
undiminished immensity of the ocean and the 
bulk of a whale in a way TV can’t touch. 

That alone could be reason to take the 
tykes, even without the third dimension or 
the gem of a new “Toy Story” short, “Par- 
tysaurus Rex.” And a parent may not even 
have much choice in the matter, once his or 
her kid gets wind of all this and begs to go. 
But since mom and dad are still the ones pay- 
ing the premium for 3 -D, is it worth the trip? 

The story itself and the vocal performances 
argue for yes.

Would that the 3 -D were up to this sterling 
level. The slight murkiness endemic to much 
3 -D isn’t a problem with the ocean scenes, 
where most of the film takes place. But those 
are precisely the scenes in which the movie’s 
lovely shaded palette often becomes solar- 
ized— burned and overexposed-looking. 
Removing the 3 -D glasses reveals perfectly 
smooth colors on-screen, so there’s the 
culprit.
